Election/Restriction 



Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 



Claims 1-8, drawn to a method for providing information, goods, or services to 



employees, classified in class 705, subclass 8. 
II. Claims 9-22 and 31-43, drawn to a system for providing information, goods or 

services to employees, classified in class 705, subclass 26. 
m. Claims 23-27, drawn to a website template, classified in class 717, subclass 100. 
IV. Claims 28-30, drawn to a method for an employee to get information, services or 

goods, classified in class 705, subclass 8. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions are 
distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the system could be 
used to practice a method where particular products, services and providers are not previously 
identified and the employees use the website as a starting place for their own search for products. 

3. Inventions I and m are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
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separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as a method for 
supplying information where no template for a configurable website is used. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(d). 

4. Inventions I and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as method for 
providing information to employees where the employees simply copy down the information and 
the purchase process is handled manually through the employer. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

5. Inventions II and HI are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as a system for 
providing information which is not based on a configurable template system. See MPEP 

§ 806.05(d). 

6. Inventions IV and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the system can be 
used to practice another process, wherein information is copied from the website and purchasing 
is handled manually through the employer. 
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7. Inventions HI and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention IV has separate utility such as a method for an 
employee to purchase goods where the website used is not a derived from a template based 
configurable system . See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

8. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

9. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

10. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
